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o Witness Clinic At Norwalk

William R. Corsers’ Psychology 1A, and Sociology 
classes will take their first field-trip Monday, observing 
clinical sessions in the Metropoltan hospital at Norwalk. 
“SAC students will see patients who are mentally ill, 
and the hospital psychiatrist will explain how they estab- 


lished a pattern leading to their 
abnormal behavior,” said Corser. 

Highlighting the clinical ses- 
sions are the case demonstrations, 
where patients are presented by a 
psychiatrist in front of an aud- 
ience of students. Before the pat- 
ients are interviewed, the psychia- 
trist will lecture on the case his- 
tory of each individual. In _ this 
way the students will be able to 
acknowlege the over-all picture in- 
fluencing the patient’s problem. 

While a patient is being ques- 
tioned, the students will be able to 
notice his behavior and manner of 
replay to eaeh query. When the 
patient refuses to answer a par- 
ticular question, one would know 
that he is trying to block it from 
reality which is the significant 
cause of mental disorders. 


Included in this session is the 
knowledge of facilities which at- 
tempts to restore patients to bet- 
ter health, mentally and physical- 
ly. Large numbers of patients are 
being released by the Metropolitan 
hospital which proves that curing 
the abnormal cases is highly pos- 
sible, and the percentage of pat- 
ients returning to the hospital for 
medical attention again is low 
compared with yesteryears. 

Corser said, ‘“‘When President 
Eisenhower awarded Dr. Salk a 
citation for his discovery of the 
Salk polio-vaccine, and asked Salk 
what would be the next difficult 
problem encountered by the medi- 
cal profession, Salk replied, ‘Men- 
tal disorders is the next’.”
